Tts headquarters nre located іп Berlin; and it has scattered 
Hiroughont the world various branches for the purposes of compiling 
wd disseminating news, А the time of it- ineeption, the Transocean 
News Service сон be compared with Che various legitimate news 
arenes im the United Stutes—nited Pres. Assuated Pre... and 
International News Service. At that time, осет ofres af the Trans- 
ocean News Service were chiefy converted with the gathering ан 
factual information in the countries where they were working and of 
iransmitting such informutim te the home office for Деме con- 
"unten. However, when ITitler took over the Government of tiri- 
таму, he transformed the Transocean News Service inte an agency 
for the dissemination of propaganda ін foren countries aud also 
utilized it a+ an organization that could, with a minimum of suspicion, 
Chimie 1n espionage activities, 

"Traiisocean News Service did not attain апу prominent andinge in 
the United States until the latter part af 188. In the closing months 
of that year, one Manfred Zapp was sent te this country from Berlin 
for the express purpose af Increasing the scope of Transocean News 
vifectiveness, not only in the Vitel. States и ін Canada., Мехтеи, 
Central Ameriea, and South America. 

Zapp was а man well trained for the task that confronted him. In 
this connection we piny allow Zapp te speak in his own behalf, Agents 
oË the committee, pursuant to the terms of a subpoena duly served 
проп Zapp during August of this year, obtained peesesston of certain 
af his reverds, including the following exhibits, Nes.

However, other records now in the possession of the сент 
definitely indicate that such is not the case, Exhibit No. 3 i+ a 
letter dated April 6, 1930, from Manfred Zapp to Herrn Dr, Degen | 
of the German-American Chamber of Commeree, эп which Zapp es 
pressed the opinion that it would not he well to publish his bie 
graphy because he could кес no value at that tine “пу receiving any 
kind of publicity.” It. is signtficant that à man who must have bern 
desirous of increasing the circulation of his news service througluni 
the Unitel States would hesitate to be put m a position where lita 
wark would receive publicity.

The investigation discloses that the German Embassy and (Пе 
various German consulates throughout the country took a lively 
interest in spreading the work of the Transocean News Serrire 
throughout зе country. The records disclose that these German 
officinis not only acted іп an advisory capacity to Zapp but that they 
were also actively engaged as solicitor. and collection agencie- for 
the Trangocean News Service. 

Exhibit No. 14, a letter dated February #3, 1939, from Zapp to 
the German Embassy іп Washington, discloses that the Embassy 
collected $44 from various German-American newspapers throughout 
the country and transmitted the money to Dr, Manfred барр.

During recent years many investigations have been made into the 
activities of groups who were alleged to be affiliated with the Хан 
Government. The attention of investigative agencies for the most 

art has been directed toward uncovering the activities of the Gorin 
urd. 

Up to the present time there was no available information that the 
German Government had been operating m this country a well 
organized, secret party, the membership of which was under the con- 
trol of officials af the German Government, who were attacked to the 
German Embassy and the German consul. 

1$ is understandable in part why these facts wore never available 
since the operations of this group were shrouded with diplomatie 
immunity. 

The organization is known as the Foreign Division of the National 
Socialist Party. The teader of the party in this country is Dr. F. 
Dracger, who 15 attached to the German consulate in New York Cily.

Department, a form for а registration statement under the law 
covering agentis of foreign principals, which indicates thet the dis- 
tribution af the German White Book was considered by the State 
Department as distribution of progapanda on behalf of a forvign 
government. However, Howell, Soskin & Co., not being the dis- 
tributors of the German While Book, informed the State Department 
of this fact, and accordingly the matter was dismissed.

White Book, in their arknowledgments and inquiries ta Howell, 
Saskin & Co., regarding the distribution of the book, branded the 
publication as Nazi propagunda and a deliberate affront to the auther- 
ілі representatives of the United States Government.

In conclusion, it is reasonable to assume that the Germany Embassy 
approached Manfred Zapp, informing him of Howell, Soskin & Cos 
desire to publish the German White Paper, and also that Zapp up- 
proached the Norristown Press, who in turn made the arrangements 
us described. It is also reasonable to assume that the Norristown 
Press, using the labels purchased from Howell, Soskin & Co., and 
bearing the Howell, Soskin & Co. name und address, distributed the 
German White Paper anonymously throughout the country, using an 
old mailing list.

A committee зоБрепа was served upon От. Ernst Sehinitz,. the 
director of the German Railroads Information Office, requesting the 
production of all files, records. and correspondence im bis possession, 
pertaining te the business of the German Railroads Information 
Office, 11 West Fiftyseventh Street, New York City. In conforinitx 
with the terms of this request, Mr. Schmitz turned over to the mvesti- 
gators of the committee all information requested by the subpens. 

The German Railroads Information Office, as such, has been doing 
business in the United States fora period ol over 20 years. According 
ta Му. стц, the orguuization is strictly a governmental organiza- 
tion and controlled enti rely by the German Reich. The organization 
receives all of its finances and instructions from Berlin and is required 
to make а reports directly to Berlin. 

According te Мг, Schmitz, the German railroads carry more passen- 
Бег per mile than all of the passenger railroads of the United States 
together, during any өне other period ard that for this reason the 
German Government stresses the importance of its offices іп Им 
United States and is thus willing to spend large sums of money in 
keep the tourist business falling to Germany. The main German 
Railroads Information Office is located in New York, there being two 
mher branches which come under the jurisdiction of the New York 
office, one in Chicago and опе in San Francisco. 

The German Railroads Information Office for the period of January 
1933 to August 1930 spent the sum of 81,3209,750.18. Exhibit No 
195 are the figures as supplied by the Railroad Office.

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organization is allegedly supported from funds reeeivert through 
members by way of membership drives and also gifts from people whiu 
were supposed to be interested in the aims and achievements of the 
organization. It is significant that the policies of the organization 
were directed strictly by persons of German nationality. The main 
theme of the o ization 16 to arouse American businessmen to think- 
ing about world trade after the war, and as a result of this theme the 
activities of the organization are directed along lines of appeasement 
and a strict nonintervention policy on the part of the Umted States. 
In addition to the publication the Forum Observer, the organization 
published a pamphlet entitled "Today's Challenger." The com- 
mittee has in ita files all capies of the above-mentioned publication, an 
examination of which discloses that it was also used as в propagaidu 
vehicle. 

It should be noted that George Viereck was a contributing writer. 
However, Ше officers of the organization state that Viereck 18 no 
longer affiliated with them and that he in fact brought suit again 
them on a contract, which suit was later settled in a friendly manner 
Another contributing editor to the forum was Lawrence Dennis, 
who has been previously mentioned in connection with the investigie- 
tion of Transocean News Servier. Dennis wrote a series of articles 
for the publication Today's Challenger.

Prestige, 

Aside from the necessity of such an institntion, os indicated in the foregoing 
brief summary as well as for the appropriate and sueeegsstul conduet of many other 
prablems as might arise, such a German banking house would be justified upon 
the basis of prestige. Even emall countries, including some that have come into 
existence since the German Reich, regard it as essential іш the grounds сі prestige 
and in the interest of ngtional welfare to establish their own bank connections 
in Kew York, Aside from Dutch and English colonial banks, including the J, 
Henry Schroeder Banking Corporation, established by Sehroeder сі London, the 
following foreign banking houses have been set up in New York;

Charter. 

Since the new enterprise comes within the banking laws of the State of Now
